Think 
of the advantages that he, as the idolized 
comedian, could send to the children of 
the tenements by written and spoken «ap- 
peals for them. As Charlie Chaplin, the 
movie funny man, he could open the door 
of opportunity to the unfortunates for 
whom he grieves. That would be wonder- 
ful art. 


THE PUBLIC AND ACCIDENTS 


At the annual congress of the National 


Safety council in Boston the executive 
committee adopted resolutions declaring 
that .''the 80.000 accidental deaths and 
millions of injuries occurring each year in 
the streets, in our industries, in homes and 
elsewhere, are a blot on our civilization." 
Seventy-five per cent of the industrial ac- 
cidents are1 preventable, the resolutions 
stated, and the direct economic cost of 
accidents Ja industry alone exceeds $1, 
000.000.000 annually. 


Until the sa'fety movement was launched 


ten years ago. manufacturing corporations 
paid but little attention, to accidental 
death and injury. Loss of life, injury to 
person and damage to property were 
looked upon as part of the day's work. 
The death of a man was but a trifle worse 
than permanent disability, and permanent 
disability was somewhat more annoying 
than a petty injury. Other men were wait- 
ing to fill the vacant places. 


Eesults of precautionary instruction and 


training soon "convinced industrial oper- 
atives that it was not only humane, but 
economical, to systematize the safety 
work. And public officials saw the neces- 
sity of regulating traffic and safeguard- 
ing the people against hazard in the streets 
and elsewhere. Year after year the num- 
ber of deaths and accidents have been - 
reduced. 


It is impossible to estimate how many 


lives have" been spared through the safety 
movement, but the total no doubt runs 
into the hundreds of thousands. However, 
the great work has only begun. The next 
step of importance is to impress the pub- 
lic with the fact that ordinary care can 
obviate three-fourths of the deaths and ac- 
cidents, and to have the public take an 
active part in the movement.

THE PROPAGATION OF FOOD FALLACIES 
Hero Is the first Item of misinformation I happen 


to select from one of tho latest and bcs,t textbooks 
dealing with diet ("Diet Jn Health and Disease," 
Krledenwald and Ruhrah. published by W. Jt!. Soun- 
ders Company, Philadelphia, 1919): 


"Grapes contain a large amount of water and 


considerable sugar, besides salts of sodium, potas- 
sium, magnesium, calcium, and iron. When thor- 
oughly ripe they arc very digestible, and form a 
useful addition to tho Invalid diet. The habit of 
swallowing tho skins and seeds of grapes Is most 
pernicious, a*, intestinal Irritation is often bt ought 
about In this 
^ 


So far as I know, there is uothhiR WIOIIK about 


this 'except tho last sentence, which represents a 
sad practice in medical book making, for the idea 
conveyed it. merely sonic antique theory found In 
tho older textbooks w liich these young authors con- 
sulted for material for their own book and passed 
along because it seemed traditional, not because it 
was reasonably true, or scientifically demonstrated 
or even corroborated by common experience. Fried- 
enwald and Ruhrah's book is second to none, from 
tho scientific and practical points of view, but yet 
It fairly bristles with all sorts of inexcusable errors. 
for a book intended as a text for students of medi- 
cine. 1 hojSoino layman will go s>o far wrong as, to 
peruse or consult such a book in the quest for au- 
:horitatlve information, for whoever does so, with 
out being forearmed by solid knowledge of the sub- 
ject. will not unlikely find himself quarreling with 


:ood 
food for no good reason at all. 


For years I ha\c h\ed and practiced in the grape 


belt, and fool that I was. I seldom ate a grape, just 
as I never wet a line when I Jived on the lake where 
tho finest trout in America are caught, but I prac- 
ticed among vineyardists and their families and 
lelpers. and never have I known of any such hor- 
riblo thing as "intestinal irritation" from eating the 
seeds or skins of grapes. Everyone who ate grapes 
iberally ate the seeds with the grapes, ofy&urse; 
now and then a good, sensible person ate the skins 
-with the grapes; only a rare neurotic or freak of 
some sort — went to the trouble of deluding the 
seeds from the grapes he ate — but not from fear of 
his mysterious "intestinal irritation" these dietetic 
authors mention; the poor soul was usually afraid 
the seeds might cause appendicitis, which every 
doctor knows grape seeds never do cause. 


When one eats grapes one should at least eat 


the seeds with the grapes; and if there is any habit- 
ual costiveness. one will do well to eat the skins 
too. Of course, the giapes should be carefully 
washed before they are eaten. 


I have seen manjv sickly individuals who were 


far underweight and in miserable health gain stead- 
ly In weight and general condition whiie spending 


few weeks picking and packng and eating grapes 


n the autumn. This affords many young women 
otherwise unable to enjoy an outing in the country 
with pay for pleasant and healthful work. 


I shqjl have more to say about grapes, and dried 


grapes "(rau-ms) In another talk. Here I will mure- 
y add that perhaps a little of that dread "intestinal 
rritation" is. what about nine-tenths of sedentary 
Americans sorely need.

Tho dream of automobile drivcrs(that they would 


someday havo a concrete road from tho Fox river 
x'allcy to Chicago is about to be realized. Only a 
few miles of dirt road arc left between this city and 
Milwaukee, and tbcro is only one gap^on the Mil- 
waukee-Chicago route. 


For several years the realization of this dream 


has been moro 'or less a nightmare to autoists be- 
cause of tho construction work on tho route. There 
has been detour after detour over terrible roads un- 
til many drivers declared they would never go to 
Milwaukee by automobile until the work is com- 
pleted. 


Next year there t^H bo but few detours. 
Most 


of tho work will be completed this year so that the 
driver can get on concrete here or at Green Bay 
or any other place in tho valley and travel on the 
cream colored ribbon to the state metropolis. 


Construction work between Xeenah and.Oshkosh 


will be completed in a few days, providing a. con- 
crete route from this city to Oshkosh. There is a 
stretch of a few miles of macadam road, in fairly 
good condition, south of Oshkosh and then there is 
concrete all tho way through Fond du Lac to Lo- 
mira on Route 15. Tho road from Fond du Lac to 
Lomira is about completed. A dirt road, -in good 
shape, will bo found from Lomira to a few miles 
beyond Theresa where a few miles^ of new concrete 
will be encountered. Then there will be. another 
strip of dirt road of seven or eight miles to Slmgcr 
and then concrete all the rest of the way Into Mil- 
waukee. Construction work was in progress in six 
places on that route this last year. As a result de- 
tours were necessary .almost the entire distance. 
The first was encountered just out of Neenah. an- 
other was necessary nearer Oshkosh and it was! 
detour nearly all way from Fond du Lac to Mil-j 
waukee. When the work is completed Milwaukee 
will be only about-314 hours from Appleton by au- 
tomobile.

Drivers have found 
that route much better than 15 and 55.
